Rustin then replied to Wachtel that he liked the 
statement with two exceptions. One is that Wachtel should drop 
the part about King being resentful because King is not resentful.

Rustin said King does not want to inject himself 
or allow himself to be injected by this incident into something 
involving the President. Wachtel then asked Rustin if he was 
against both parts of the last statement, namely, the part 
about Hoover having outlived his usefulness and the part about 
the President noticing the distemper, Rustin said he was in 
favor of taking both parts out.

The significant thing involved here is not that

On November 12 s 1964, a source who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, and is familiar with the 
activities of MARTIN LUTHER KING, advised as follows: 


MARTIN LUTHER KING of Atlanta, Georgia, is presently 
in Birmingham, Alabama, and is expected to return to Atlanta, 
Georgia, by November 15, 1964, where he will hold church 
services prior to flying to Miami. 

KING is scheduled to arrive in Miami on the 
evening of November 15, 1964, and has room reservations 
at the International Hotel, Miami International Airport, 
for one day. KING is scheduled to leave Miami on Mackey 
Airlines for Bimini, where it is anticipated he will 
remain for one week. During his stay in Bimini, KING will 
be working on his acceptance speech for the Nobel Peace 
Prize. h? 

! The source advised that HENRY Jfl^ARR I NGTON , Miami 

* Attorney, is expected to visit KING whiie in Bimini and plans 
are under way to hold a couple of small parties for KING. 

The source advised that KING’S visit to Miami and 
Bimini is for rest and relaxation and has nothing to do with 
1 any proposed civiX~ rights or racial matters . 

The source further advised that the reservation
